Goveiuor, in 1850. It was not 'lutil 1861, 
however, thut the Territory of iSfevadii 
was orgauiiud by Congress, and the lust 
appointment mudo 
by President Bu- 


chanan was that of J.imes \V. Nye to be 
Governor of the uew Territory. 


Wyoming, which wus admitted into the 


Union 
by 
Mr, 
Reed's Congress to 


strengthen the Republican party, needs 
more population and property fully as 
much ns Nevada to enable it to maintain 
a State Government, and doubtless if 
Utah is to lose its autonomy the north 
eastern part of the Teritory will be 
ceded to that State. Should the cities ot 
Salt Like and Ogden be included in the 
slice awarded Nevada the State Capital 
would doubtless bo removed frouiCir 
son to the CUy of tho Siiuts in a (uv> 
years. As this would be inevitable in 
the event of annexation, Western Nevad» 
might prefer to be attached to California 
to being on tho western CDnfinta of the 
remodeled State with its Capital at Salt 
Lake City.

FEATURES OF INAUODBATION 1>AY. 


There are four great features of tbe in- 


auguration day: 
Tbe closing hours of 


Congress, into which so oiuoh law-znabinp 
and history are so frequently crowded; the 
ride of tbe retiring President and tbe Pres- 
ident and Vice President-elect with tbeir 
military escort from tbe White House to 
tbe Capitol to lay down and take up tbe 
reins of power respectively; tbe pageant ot 
the returning procession after the inaugarn- 
tioa, and tbe inaugural bull to-night. 


THE 1,1MB OP A1ABCH 


Was such as no oily except Washington, 
and no street except broad, well-payed 
Pennsylvania 
Arenus 
could 
produce. 


Publio and private stands were erected 
elong the Hue of march from tbe Capitol to 
a point beyond tbe White House, which 
bad a seating capacity of 60,000, every ODP 
being crowded. 
Every foot of staudine 


room hloog tbe route of the procesiion, 
fully two milts in length, w*a occupied; 
windows commanding a view of the paradt- 
brought fabulous prices, and advantageous 
seats on tbe public stands brought above 
and below five dollars. 


THE PA BADE. 


Tbe escorting divmioti of the parade was 


composed of artillery and infantry of tbe 
regulary army and marines with the Na- 
tional Guards of the District, nnd hi'jb 
Bohool cadets, whila a regiment of other 
local organizations assembled in tbe neigh- 
borhood of. the White House, War, State 
nnd Navy buildings, and, forming in col- 
umns of two each, murobeJ down tbe avt-- 
nne, acoompaoied \>j the Presidential party 
from the Wbite House to tbe Capitol, prior 
to the inauguration. 


All tho rest of tbs parade assembled be- 


low the Capitol and marched from the Cap- 
itol up tbe aveone nfter tbe iuanguration 
More than half of tbe dny tbe city looked 
liko a military camp. Tho almost interm- 
inable iuarcb.trg past of the riguUrs aud 
military tome WHS unbroken aove by tLe 
visiting Governoia iu civilian costumes rid- 
ing pnst in tho order BS tbeir States wt-ie 
admitted to the Union, accompanied by 
brilliantly uniformed staffs. 
Then witb 


the intervening iuterlado of Grand Army 
veterans curno the civic tmlf of tbe parade, 
aggregating moro than 20,000. Tuaimaiiy, 
with its gorgeous banner bulges, bold the 
right of the line. Tbe second division was 
assigned to Pennsylvania, Mas-sachusettB 
and Delaware; the third division, Murjlend; 
the fourth and fifth tho Western divisions; 
the sixth, tbe later arriving organizations. 
The bicycle oiubs of Washington and Balti- 
more brought up the rear. 


THE VICE PRESIDENT'S BKMABKS. 


It was 12-30 p M. when Vice P resident 


Stevenson appeared in the Senate chamber 
and took his seat beside Morton. President 
Harrison and his Cabinet followed, and 
were sealed nmid applause, 
Morton ad- 


ministered the oath to his successor, aud 
then yielded the chair to him as presiding 
officer of tbe special session of the Fifty- 
third Congress, which opened with a 
prayer by the chaplain. 


Stevenson then said: 
Senators: "Deeply impressed with a 


sense of its responsibilities and of its dig- 
nity, I now enter upon the discharge of the 
duties of tbe high office to which I have 
been called. 
I am not unmindful of tbe 


fact that among the occupants of this chair 
during the 104 years of our constitutional 
history have been alutesmen eminent alike 
for their talents and their tireUsa devotion 
to public duty. 
Adeims, Jefferson and Cal- 


houn honored ita incumbency during the 
early days of the republic; while Arthur, 
Hendricka and Morton have at a later period 
of our history shed luster upon the office of 
President to the most angnst deliberative 
assembly known to man. I assume tbe 
duties of the great trust cor.tided tome with 
no feeling of self .confidence, but rather witb 
distrust of my ability gatitfaotorify to meet 
its requirements, 
I may be pardoned for 


saying it shall be my earntst endeavor to 
discharge the important duties which lie 
before me with no less of impnt'?altty nnd 
courtesy than of firmness and fidelity. 
Earnestly invoking the co-operation, tbe 
forbearance, the charity of ita members, 
now enter upon my duties as presiding offi- 
cer of the Senate."

The clerk then read the President's proa 


tarnation convening an extra session, after 
which tbe new Senators took the or.th of 
office.

Tbe strong 
mau, who in the confidence, of fctnrdy 
health courts the sternest activity of life 
and rejoices in the hardihood of constant 
labor, may still hava lurking near his vit- 
als an unheeded disease that dooms him t) 
sadden collapse. It cannot be doubted 
that our stupendous achievements us a peo- 
ple and oar robust strength, have given 
rise to heedletsnesa of those laws govern 
ing our national health, which we can no 
more evade than hutnin life can escape tbe 
lawa of God and natuie. 


THE FINANCIAL QUESTION 


"Manifestly nothing is more vital to our 


anpremacy as a nation and to the benefi- 
cient purposes of our government than a 
sound stable currency. 
Ita exposure to 


tegredation should ut once arise to action 
the moat enlightened statesmanship; and 
the danger of depreciation in tha purchas- 
ing power of wages paid to toil should for- 
aish tbe strongest incentive to prompt con- 
servative precaution. 
In dealing with our 


present etnbarrassiun situation as related 
to this subject, we will be wise if we tem- 
per our confidence nnd faith on oar na- 
tional strength and resources, with a frank 
concession that even these will not permit 
us to defy with impunity the inexorable 
lawa of finance and trade. At the game 
time, in our efforts to adjust differences of 
opinion, we should ba free Iri/m, intole- 
rance a id passion, and our judgments 
should bo uuinoved bf alluring phrases 
and unvdxed by Sdlflhh interests. 


'I am conti.lsnt that such approach to 


the subjeot w.ll re-mlt in prudent and effec- 
tive remedial legislation, while, in the 
meantime, as lir as the executive branch 
if the goverment cnn interveae, none of 
the powers with which it is invested will 
be withheld wUao their exercise is m-ces- 
•<ary to maintain our nntion.il credit or to 
•ivert finnnoiul disaster. 
8UPPOBT or THE PEOPLE NOT A GOVBBNMKNT 


FUNCTION. 


"Closely related to the exaggerated con- 


fidence in our oountrib'd greatness which 
tends to dun g ird the rules of cat ion al 
safety another ilivuger confronts us which 
is not less serious, I refer to the preva- 
lence of a popular disposition to expect 
from the operation of government bspe- 
oially nod direct individual advantages. 
The verdict of oar voters, which con- 
demned the injury of maintaining protec- 
tion fjr protection's sake, enjoins upon 
the peoples' servants tbe duty of expos- 
ing tbe destroying brood of kindred evils 
which are the unwholesome progeny of 
our nationalism. This is the bane of Re- 
publican institutions and tbe 
constant 


peril of our government by the people. 
It degrades to purposes ot wily craft the 
plan of rule our fathers established and 
bequeathed to us as an object of our lovo 
•ind veneration. It prnverts the patriotic 
sentiment of our countrymen, and tempts 
them to pititnl calculation of sordid gain 
o be derived from tbeir government. It 
indermines I be self-reliance of oar people 
and substitutes in its place dependence 
upon governmental favoritism. 
It stifles 


he spirit of true Americanism and stnpi- 
ies every ennobling trait of American citiz- 
nsbip. It is a lesson which ought to be 
unlearned and a better lesson taught, tbat 
while the people will patriotically and 
iheetlully snpport their government, its 
unctions do not include the support of the 
>eople. 


BOUNTIS8 AND SUBSIDIES, 


The acceptance of this principle leads 


to the conferring of bounties and subsidies, 
which burden labor and the thrift of a por 
tion of our oitizons and aid all languishing 
enterprises in which they have no concern. 
It leads also to ths challerge of wild and 
reckless pension expenditure, which over- 
leaps the bounds of grateful recognition of 
patriotic service, and prostitutes to vicious 
uses tbe people's prompt and generoaa im- 
pulse to aid those disabled in their country's 
defense. 
Every thoughtful American must 


realize the importance of checking at the 
beginning any tendency in public or private 
station to regard frugality and economy as 
virtues which we may safely outgrow. Tol- 
eration of this idea results ip the waste of 
tbe people'* money by their chosen getv- 
ants, and encourages prodigality and ex. 
travaganoe in the home life of oor oonntry- 
tne-n. Under our scheme "of government 
the wtste of public money is a cringe against 
our oitizsns; and cpatempt of our people 
for frugality in tbeir personal affairs, de- 
plorably saps tbe strength of oar national 
pharaotey. 


EXPENDITURES TO BB 1IMITBB TO 


NECESSITY, 


It la the plaio dictate of honesty and 


good government that public expenditure* 
should be limited by public oepbMity; tbat 
tbli should be measured by strict eoonomy 


and it is equally clear tbat frugality among 
tbe people is the beet guarantee of con- 
tented and strong support of oor free iu«ti- 
tations. One mode of misappropriation of 
pnbliu funds is avoided when appointments 
to office, insUal of being rewards of parti- 
san activity, are awarded to those whose 
efficiency promises a fair rftnrnrfthe work 
for the compensation paid thorn. To secure 
fitness and competency of appointefs to 
office, and ramove from political action the 
demoralizing madness for spoilt), civil serv- 
ice reform bus fonnd a place in our policy 
and laws. The benefits already gained 
through this instrumentality and the futtber 
usefulness it promises, enti le it to the 
hearty support of all who desire to see our 
public service well performed or who hope 
for (he elevation of political sentiment and 
the purification of political methods. 


TJJUSTS. 


The existence of immense agricultural 


and kindred combinations of business inter- 
ests, formed for tbe purpose of limiting 
production and fixing prices, is inconsistent 


ith the fair field which ought to be open 


to every independent industry, Legitimate 
strife in business should not be snperceded 
>e enforced concessions, demands of Dom- 
inations that have the power to destroy, 
oor shonld the people to be served loss the 
>enefit of tbe cheapness which usually re- 
sults from wholesome competition. These 
combinations t rtqueraly constitute conspir- 
acies against the interests of the people, 
nnd in all their phases they are unnaturally 
opposed to our Amenuau nc-u°~ *t r-;,nBKH 
To an extent they can be restrained by fed- 
eral power, and the government shoul re- 
lieve our citizens from tbeir interference 
and exactions. Loyalty to the principles 
upon which our government rests demands 
the equality before tbe law, which it guar- 
antees every citizen should be justly and in 
good faith conceded in all parts of the Und. 
The enjoyment of this right follows the 
badge o! citFz->nship wherever found and 
unimpaired by race or color, and it appeals 
for recognition to American manliness and 
fairness. 


OUB DELATIONS WITH THE INDIANS 


Located within oar borders impose upon 
us responaibilitit-s which we cannot esaape. 
Humanity consistently requires as to treat 
them with forbeaianoe, and in our dealings 
with them to considerately regard their 
rights and interests. Every effort should 
30 made to lead them through the paths of 
civilization and education to self-support- 
ng and independent citizenship. 
In tbe 


cantimn, ue tbo Nation'H wards, they 


should be promptly defended against tbe 
cupidity of designing men and shielded 
rom every influence of temptation tbat 
retards their advancement.

conclusion of tbe inaugural 


address, r.mid the booming of presidential 
salutes from the Washington barracks and 
navy yard and Fort Slyer, Frrsideut Cleve- 
land and escort moved rapidly toward the 
Wbite House, followed by the inaugural 
pruo«i»iuu. 
WM— u. .niienrcrl on tbe re- 


viewing stand anotber cheer signalled bin 
presence and was taken up and re-echoed. 
The United States forces under tha corn- 
wand of General Brook led the parade and 
received tha applause of the multitude as 
they passed in tbe review. 


LATE DISPATCHES. 


After lanob and a few u-iontes spent in 


chatting with those present, Cleveland and 
Hariison emerged from the room. 
As they 


buttoned up their ooata and started toward 
the basement stairs Harrison said to Cleve- 
land laughingly, " We will go to the White 
House aud tarn things over toyon,"acd 
tbe two central figures of to-day's American 
quadriennial exhibition tripped as lightly 
us boys down tbe marble stairway and 
gained their carriages. The troops, who 
bad been stamping their feet, endeavoring 
to keep warm, form-d ia line and at 2:20 
o'clock the linn of procession, started, Gen. 
MoMahon, Grand Marshal, leading tbe 


way. 
At the Senate wiog of the Capitol 


tbe Marshal and Aides halted until Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Mr. Harrison could 
enter their carriages and take their places 
in the line. The first division, consisting 
of uniformed troops, moved down tbe bii 
arouod tbe Capitol to a place near tbe mon- 
ument of Pennsylvania Avenue, where tbe 
other organizations fell in line and began 
to march op the broad asphalt avenue 
towards the White Hausa. Tbe guns at 
Fort Meyer, at Washington barracks and 
at tbe navy yard, which thundered out a 
presidential salute when Harrison left the 
Wbite House, agaiu thundered a presi- 
dential salute.

About two o'clock a p«rty of ladies, in-

They 
were followed almost immediately by Mrs 
Cleveland, who w»a greeted in tbe back 
room by the recent mistress of tbe White 
House, which she then turned over to h«r 
who for four years is to preside over its 
destinieH.

Clevrl-md and Mr. HariUon, riding in the 
latter 'a carriage, drove up to the doorway. 
They were met by Col, Barrett, bnt orm iu 
arm walked through thu double glass doom 
separating the public ectrance from the 
mam corridor of tbe bouse and President 
Clavelaod w»rf f *oe to face with bm wifa. 
It waa a taost drumutio incident and greatly 
enjoyed by those fortunate enough to wit- 
ness it. At 3 o'clock Mr, Harrison and 
Mrs. McKee bade the assembled ptrly fire- 
well and took their carriage to go to ex. 
Postmaster General Wanam*kera for lunch 
and thence to the station I jr their d-p»rt- 
ure for Indianapolis. 
As they walked 


through tbe public vestibule Harrison was 
girea a hand clap by the ne*9paper men 
present and responded by raising bis bat.. 
Harrison waa closely followed in leave tak- 
ing by Morton wbo drove awjy with Sen- 
ator Teller. 


After spending a fuw minutes in. the 


parlor President Cleveland, on the arm of 
Chairman Barretts, aooomp tuied by 'ien.

A hearty cheer greeted President Cleve- 


land's appearance on tha reviewing stand 
and tbe shoots redoubled as betook a place 
in a conspicuous projection of tbe struct- 
ure where he stood during tbe parade.

Stevenson, Mrs. Lamont and other ladies.

It ia a quadrennial tribute paid by politic 


to society. There baa been but two inter- 
missions in the series of inaugural balls 
to commemorate tbe accession of a newly 
elected President since tbe days of Madi- 
son, and that covers a period of 84 years, 
but none of them could compare in splen- 
dor to the ball held to-night in tbe Gri-at 
Court Pension building. The scene was 
fniry like. 
The scent of flowers com- 


bined witb the radiance of myriad elec- 
tric globt s, dainty blending green and gold

white, 
sparkling 
fountains 
of 


tinted water, peifsct harmony of musical 
instruments and toileta of surpassing taste 
and magnificence all combined make a 
spectacle tbat will be carried for many 
years in the minds of those wbo witnessed 
it. Tbe ball bad been in progress some 
time before tbe Presidential party arrived. 
Many persons of distinction from all parls 
of tbe country; Senators, Representatives, 
prominent men, Governors, States' officers 
army and navy diplomats from many lands 
und military officers all were there witb 
thousands of ladies, formed a throng tout 
passed through four great doorways of the 
building and made merry in tbe ball room.

A Now Photographic Process, 


An effective and greatly simplified 


method of producing u photographic 
rppresentation in the form of an intaglio 
engraving, or, aa it is generally culled, a 
"photogravure," is being introduced. 
The new method is intended to reduce 
the time occupied in the process, which 
usually takes many days to a few hours, 
and to dispeiiho entirely with the supple- 
mentary aid of tho skillful engraver. 
Itrf essential feature lies in tho fact that 
the picture, instead of being obtained 
rrom a graduated depth of the engraving, 
is produced from a sunken surface of 
uniform depth, the gradations of light, 
half tone and shade being effected by 
minute lines and stipples of varying 
thickness, but of uniform distance apart 
from center to center. 


The picture is made np of equidistant 


stipples, varying from a microscopic 
point tip to a sine where they coalesce in 
u solid black, the half tones con.istingof 
stipples about 1-400th of an inch in di- 
ameter
